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‘Insincerity’ of 
World Blocks 
Peace Says Pope 


VATICAN CITY (#) -— Pope 
Pius XII, in his annual Christ- 
mas message, declared today that 
a “policy of insincerity’’ among 
nations was blocking the path to 
peace and called for a “league of 
honest men” to safeguard the 
wotld against war. 


The Pontiff specifically blam- 
ed, “a growing . tendency toward 
insincerity” for collapse of the 
recent foreign ministers confer- 
ence in London, which he said had 
left the world “further than ever 
from the true peace’’. 

He sharply condemned those 
nations which, he said, had adopt- 
ed “the lie and the garbled 
word" as 
offensive” in an effort to “win 
at any cost the battle of class 
interest and theories, of ideolo- 
gies and power politics”. 

The Pontiff named no names in 
placing the blame for the pres- 
ent state of world affairs, but his 
4,400-word address contained 
many passages which western 
listeners, at least, interpreted as 
condemnation of communism and 
of the postwar policies of the Sov- 
iet Union. 

Speaking of current interna- 
tional dealings, the Pope said: 

“The lie, the garbled word or 
fact and trickery have come to 
be accepted weapons of the of- 
fensive, which some people wieled 
with the skill of professionals, 
boasting even of their compet- 
ence. So, clearly as they view it, 
has the suppression of all sense 
of right and wrong come to be 
part and parcel of modern tech- 
nique in the art of forming pub- 
lic opinion, or controlling it and 
or making it serve their political 
ends.

In a world tormented by bloody 
strife, afflicted by the misery of 
cold and hunger and distressed by 
the unsolved problems of peace, 
much of mankind began today the 
gelebration of the third Christmas 
since the end of the war. 

There was blooshed in Pales- 
tine, Greece, China and _ Indo- 
china. Hunger and cold were 
specters clouding the celebrations 
in much of Europe, where auster- 
ity had become a new word for 
belt tightening. 

Wrangling among the victori- 


and Japan without peace treaties 
and Communist pressure in the 
“cold war” kept .the government 
of western Europe vigilant. 

Pope Pius XII, one of the most 
powerful spokesman for Christen- 
dom, protested vigorously in his 
Christmas message against ‘the 
growing tendency toward insin- 
cerity” which he said the nations 
were displaying in dealing with 
one another. 

The little town of Bethlehem, 
the cradle of the Lord Jesus, was 
an oasis of peace in a Holy Land 
ripped by communal hatred and 
bloodshed. 

Pilgrims flocked to the tiny 
hillside town, where Christ was 
born in a stable, for traditional 
religious observances on the an- 
niversary eth his birth.

With 25 elec- 
toral votes at stake, the Presi- 
dent’s friends—Pauley included— 
want no defections next Novem- 
ber. 


The Roosevelt following in 
California could be expected to 
furnish some support for Henry 
A. Wallace if the latter runs for 
president on a third party tick- 
et. However, beyond reports that 
he favors an_ instructed—rather 
than Truman-pledged — delega- 
tion, there is no indication that 
Roosevelt would go along on any 
such venture. 


But Democrats here have made 
no bones about their desire to get 
both wings of the party togeth- 
ed in California.

1. Lack of security. Unlike em- 
ployment in the laboratory of a 
university or a large industrial 
concern, employment on a military 
research project may be of un- 
certain tenure. Scientists don't 
know how long the job may last. 

2. Unsatisfactory living condi- 
tions for the scientists and their 
families at some of the more 
isolated projects.

WASHINGTON (4):The agri- 
culture department today fore- 
cast the winter wheat crop to be 
harvested next summer at 838,- 
705,000 bushels. 

This is a decrease of 228,295,- 
000 bushels from the 1949 win- 
ter wheat crop of 1,067,000,000 
bushels. i 

No forecast was made for the 
spring wheat crop inasmuch as 
it will not be planted until next 
spring. 

However, assuming an average 
spring wheat crop ofabout 236,- 
000,000 bushels, total wheat pro-: 
duction next year would be 1,-: 
074,705,000 bushels compared 
with this year’s record of 1,364,- 
919,000 bushels.

CAIRO—-Along a rugged desert 
escarpment some 50 miles south- 
west of Cairo, where erosion has 
exposed age-old alluvial deposits 
containing many fossils, the Uni- 
versity of California's African 
expedition has begun a search for 
remains of Propliopithecus, the 
earliest Known ape, which some 
scientists consider a possible an- 
cestor of man. 

The escarpment north of the 
Lake of the Horns at Fayum, 
Egypt, was chosen for the search 
because it is rich in fossils and 
because the only previous trace of 
Propliopitecus--half of his lower 
jaw and the teeth to match—was 
found in this region about 40 years 
ago. 

Members of the expedition, who 
have established their base in a 
house of the Egyptian Antiquities 
Department beside the Pyramids 
of Giza, recently completed an 
initial three-day reconnaissance of 
their hunting ground.

‘additional indirect tax revenues.” 

The report is one of a number

000,000 income tax reduction bill 
introduced last week by Chairman 
Knutson (R—Minn) of the House 
ways and means committee.

Chaffey Organized Agricultural 
Courses After Smith-Hughes Law 


son had established “the Chaffey 
Junior Farm Center.” The early 
history of this organization has 
been described by Miss Margaret

“In the year 1919-1920 Miss 


Cubbison suggested to one of her 
classes that a Junior Farm Cen- 
ter be organized at Chaffey ‘for 
the purpose of learning about the 
work of the County Farm Bur- 
eaus.’ It was the intention of the 
center to give practice in conduct- 
ing meetings similar to those held 
by the senior Farm Centers. Per- 
mission having been granted by 
the County Farm Bureau the Ju- 
nior Farm Center was established 
on March 1, 1920 with a charter 
membership of 15. The following 
year there were 73 members. The 
director of the organization was

the progress of the Chaffey Ju- 
nior Farm Center.
